THE PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
APRIL 15-17, 1955 


The Twenty-sixth Annual Convention of the Arizona Stat 
Library Association was held on Friday, Saturday and Sunday, Apri! 
15-17, 1955, at the University of Arizona, Tucson, with approximatel 
200 members and friends attending. ‘The First Freedom” was take) 
as the convention theme. 


The Executive Board’s reception was held on Friday afternoon i: 
the new building of the Arizona Pioneers’ Historical Society. 

The first business session convened on Friday evening, April 15 
at 8:00 p.m. in the faculty lounge of the Student Union. William E. 
Bartels, President, called the meeting to order and extended welcom: 
and greeting to all those in attendance, keynoting the informality and 
good fellowship to be evidenced throughout the meeting. 

Reports of Association officers were requested. The Secretary 
reported results of the election held by mail ballot this year for the 
first time, with the following members being elected to fill offices in 
1956: 

Gertrude Keuhl—Ist Vice President 
John Thayer—Secretary 

Frank Schneider—Treasurer 

Jane Hudgins—ALA Councilor 


Mrs. Mayone Burns gave the Theasurer’s report, copy of which 
is attached. Motion to approve Report of the Treasurer was seconded 
and carried. Jennie Welcome, one time President of ASLA, was re- 
quested to sit in as parliamentarian, which she consented to do. 
Special announcements were asked for, but none made at this time. 

Workshop Committee report was then made, with discussion led 
by Harold W. Batchelor who distributed copies of recommendations 
as attached. He stated that these recommendations resulted from 
discussions held at two meetings of those members of the Committee 
who could attend. The Committee feels that perhaps the needs of a 
large percentage of the membership are not being met by the Asso- 
ciation and asked the group to discuss what is desired—what is right 
and what is wrong with the Association as it exists today. Speaking 
only in terms of the future, he asked for recommendations from the 
floor. 

Committee recommendation number one was to continue the 
Committee for further study. This does not mean a reappointment of 
the same members, however. Recommendation number two—A

grass root” development is needed in the Executive Board to make 
he Association a corporate body cultivating the needs of the mem- 
ership. Dismissal of some school librarians without the Associa- 
ion’s defending them was cited as a possible failure of ASLA in the 
ield. Some members felt that this would be a school situation, 
owever, and covered by NEA. Jane Hudgins would develop a wider 
overage in the out-state areas and stated the case for the little 
braries in outlying geographical positions. 

Mr. Bartels recommended wider participation in the Executive 
soard meetings, even though travel expense paid by the Association 
‘ould rise accordingly. 

Reasons for failure or weakness in membership and convention 
ttendance were discussed. Lack of publicity was cited. It was felt 
y some that many librarians don’t know about the meetings. Mr. 
Sennett countered this by stating that two mailings of 335 letters 
ich had been sent to all directory listings publicizing the convention. 
‘here was some discussion at this point as to the eligibility for mem- 
ership—some thought that anyone interested and friendly should 
e eligible, but others agreed with Mr. Thayer that we are a profes- 
onal group and with Jennie Welcome that our meeting is a place 
or the exchange of professional information. 

Recommendation number three. Belief was expressed that 
ince school librarians and others belong to many associations, etc., 
ith high dues, perhays some way may be found to reduce ASLA 
lues. Mr. Bartels objected to the statement on the form distributed 
that “...many extravagances of the past should not be a pattern for 
the future....” on the ground that the Executive Board may have 
felt at the time that the expenditures were justified and not extrava- 
gant as others might view them. Mr. Batchelor explained that only 
future expenditures were being considered. The Treasurer then 
brought up, at the President’s suggestion, a proposed form to author- 
ize payments from the treasury. She stated that too large a sum oi 
money is involved not to have proper controls as a protection for the 
Treasurer. She recommended that a form be adopted to carry the 
signature of the President and to be countersigned by the Secretary. 
Dorothy Burge suggested that a budget be laid out at the beginning 
of the year. Frances Fleming, president-elect, stated that it would 
be an item of discussion when the time comes. 

Recommendation number four. Lively discussion was held on 
convention details —the type of accommodations desired, outside 
speakers, etc. No agreement was reached although Phyllis Ball was 
applauded for her suggestion that a vote of the general membership 
decide. 

Other recommendations were discussed but no action taken, and 
further study will be made. 


The meeting adjourned rather late and the film “Freedom to 
tead”’ was shown after a short intermission. Discussion and the 
second film were omitted because of the lateness of the hour. 

The first program session opened at 9:15 a.m. on Saturday with 
short greetings from the President, Mr. Bartels, followed by demon- 
strations and discussions by the exhibitors as introduced by Mrs. Sue 
Gondek. This method of presentation was something of an innova- 
tion and seemed very popular with the exhibitors. 


The second program session convened at 2:30 p.m. in the Univer- 
sity Library with Mr. Bartels presiding. After a short message of 
welcome from Dr. Harvill, President of the University of Arizona, 
Marguerite Pasquale introduced the speaker, Joseph Stocker, Phoenix 
journalist and author of the popular ARIZONA: A GUIDE TO EASI- 
ER LIVING. Mr. Stocker took as his theme “Freedom's Frightened 
People” and pointed out that the library and the librarian are the 
special targets of pressure groups. He outlined the various “corro- 
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sions” which have eaten deep into the freedoms we have believed 
inviolable. 

Dinner session at Rancho Fiesta was enjoyed on Saturday even- 
ing. Fleming Bennett introduced the speaker, Dale Chambers, who 
gave an account of the establishment of Arizona Silhouettes, with a 
generous sprinkling of humorous family background materials. 

The final business session convened at 9:45 a.m. on April 17 in 
the faculty lounge at Student Union, with Mr. Bartels presiding. 

Salutatory telegrams from L. Quincy Mumford, president of the 
American Library Association, and from the Dieter sookbinding Co. 
were read. 

Announcement was made that telegrams were being sent to 
Lawrence Clark Powell, Patricia Paylore, and Don Powell on behalf 
of ASLA. 

The president called for reports of the various committees 
(These reports are appended, as available.) 

LIBRARY LEGISLATION Marguerite Cooley 

Letter from Julia Bennett of the Washington office of ALA was 
read in which she stated that the Library Service bill is under way 
with plans for a hearing soon. She said that ALA representatives 
will be ready when the time comes but urged all librarians to write 
their congressmen in support of the bill. 

A list of bills up for passage, with the names of committee mem- 
bers, was also made available. 

ARIZONA LIBRARIAN Harold W. Batchelor 

Mr. Batchelor expressed appreciation to his co-workers and 
others in getting out the Librarian, and also requested submission of 
news items and suggestions as to future content. 

CONSTITUTION COMMITTEE Don Powell, Chairman 

The Constitution Committee, recommended. at the spring 1954 
meeting of the Association, was appointed by the President in May 
1954 and consisted of Ernestine Bohlmann, Gertrude James, Robert 
Jones, Elizabeth Smith and Donald Powell, chairman. The first 
meeting was held Saturday, May 22, 1954; Frances Fleming substi- 
tuted for Ernestine Bohlmann. 

After thorough discussion the committee unanimously adopted a 
number of changes in the constitution and the by-laws. These 
changes were submitted to the executive board by the committee at 
a meeting held in October. The recommended changes were dis- 
cussed again by the board and the committee and were adopted by 
the executive board. The changes were then submitted to the mem- 
bership according to recommendations made at the spring 1954 meet- 
ing of the Association. 

A postal ballot on the revised constitution and by-laws resulted 
in their adoption by a 56 to 3 vote. 

A copy of the proposed changes and pertinent correspondence 
is attached to this report. 


RECRUITMENT COMMITTEE Merna Cox 


Miss Cox reviewed the various financial aids, grants and loans 
as provided by some State Associations, individual funds, etc. A full 
discussion of the proposed scholarship fund which might be initiated 
by ASLA followed. Motion was made by Fleming Bennett and sec- 
onded by Marguerite Cooley that the Association set up a scholarship 
or loan fund, the exact amount and nature to be decided by the Ex- 
ecutive Board. Most members, however, felt that this is too much 
responsibility to place upon the Board and that a committee should 
study the problem and make recommendations. Mr. Bennett, with 
consent of Miss Cooley, withdrew his motion. The President felt 
that positive action should be taken at this time. Marguerite Pasquale 
made a motion that the group go on record as favoring a loan or 
scholarship fund and that a committee be appointed to study and 
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make recommendations to the Executive Board. There was a second 
to the motion by Phyllis Ball. 

Mr. Batchelor moved that the motion by Marguerite Pasquale be 
imended to include “Committee report to be made before 1956 so as 
to be available for the annual meeting.” Seconded by Jane Hudgins. 
Carried. 

Motion carried, as amended. 


CERTIFICATION COMMITTEE May Wiita 
The submission by the Advisory Board, and probable adoption 

of four recommendations made by this Committee was brought out in 

report. 

ALA COUNCILOR Gertrude James 
No special report. 

AUDIT AND FINANCE Dorothy Siebecker 


The Treasurer’s records have been examined by the Audit and 
Finance Committee and found to be correct. The Committee com- 
mends the Treasurer for her. reorganization of the. records during her 
tenure of office. 


RESOLUTIONS COMMITTEE Gertrude Keuhl 

A resolution concerning Patience Golter was proposed. 

Mr. Bartels announced that a technicality had arisen concerning 
the eligibility of Jane Hudgins as ALA Councilor.There was a ques- 
tion as to whether of not her Board had provided her with a personal 
as well as an institutional membership in ALA. She stated, however. 
that she would take care of this matter immediately and Jenni¢ 
Welcome, acting as parliamentarian, felt that this solution was satis- 
factory. ; 

The Secretary was instructed to write letters of appreciation 
concerning the convention arrangements to the following: 

Chamber of Commerce—Tucson 
Administration of University of Arizona 
Dieter Bookbinding Co. 

Catering Service, Student Union 
Arizona Pioneers’ Historical Society 

Dorothy Burge asked about the present status of Library Exten- 
sion and was told that there has been no definite action. It was later 
brought out that Mr. Bartels had called on Governor McFarland and 
had received some encouragement as to recommendations for ap- 
propriation. 

Wenona Clark, on behalf of the librarians and other interested 
in the Prescott area, issued an invitation to the Association to hold 
the 1956 convention in that city. 

Phyllis Ball made a motion to consider the convention place and 
type of program most popular with the general membership. Motion 
seconded and. carried. 

Gertrude Keuhl moved that the body as represented this morning 
decide to accept the invitation. Motion seconded and carried. 

Mr. Bartels expressed thanks to Dorothy Hardaway of Prescott 
for her efforts, though unsuccessful for the time being, in attempting 
to locate a convention site for 1955. 

The meeting, at this point, was turned over to Frances Fleming, 
the ASLA President for 1956. New business will be reported by the 
incoming Secretary. 

Meeting was adjourned at approximately 11:00 a.m.

President Bartels appointed the following members to the Work- 
shop Committee on the Association: Wilma Heisser, Jane Hudgins, 
Ann Lighter, Edith Miller, Mrs. J. O. Teague, John Thayer, Harold 
Batchelor, Chairman. 


The Committee met twice with all in attendance except Mr. 
Thayer and Miss Miller. 


The members of the Committee make the following recommenda- 
tions for consideration by the members of the Association: 


1. The Committee members in attendance recommend that this 
Committee be continued in order to further study the internal 
structure and affairs of the Association in order to have the As- 
sociation meet the individual needs and interests of the members 
of the Association. 


The Committee recommends that greater emphasis be given to 
internal organization thru more Executive Board leadership and 
influence, especially directed toward the general interests of the 
total members, rather than tangents of minority members. 

The Committee recommends that more careful supervision of 
Association funds and expenditures be made. There is a unani- 
mous thinking that many extravagances of the past should not 
be a pattern for the future, and that useless or careless spending 
be discouraged. If the Association funds accumulate beyond 
normal requirements, dues should be reduced. In fact members 
feel that many new members would join if the dues were less, 
especially among the school librarians. 

The Committee recommended that greater attention be directed 
toward planning of the annual convention, and its program. Such 
conventions should be initiated at least a year or two in advance, 
especially regarding site, committees, speakers and program. 
Concerning speakers, it was considered that generally only one 
outside speaker, preferably from the convention site where pos- 
sible, be invited, and that other meetings be planned utilizing 
association member talent, or such professional colleagues, as 
exhibitors, etc. In advanced scheduling, more information and 
news would be possible, directed not only to the paid members, 
but also to librarians throughout the state. Such publicity should 
be thru letters, rather than depending on the Arizona Librarian 
exclusively. The Committee discussed in detail and variety, 
questions concerning the place of sociability and entertainment at 
conventions. All agreed that activities which aided librarians 
in knowing each other should be encouraged, and it was felt that 
local talent programs, stunts, games, and panels (modeled on 
T.V. shows like ‘“What’s My Line,” etc.) could be devised. Central 
housing, rather than independent accommodations, should be 
arranged.

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The Committee recommends a second meeting a year, preferably 
in the fall during the teachers’ meeting, along a workshop pat- 
tern, with extensive audience participation, questions and an- 
swers, and experience exchange. 

Because many of our members are nearing retirement, the Com- 

mittee recommends that the Association plan a life membership 

for such emeritus librarians, with all Association privileges. And 
that deceased members, be properly recognized and honored thru 
the official publication of the Association.
